VAST RESERVOIR 


A vast reservolr is also planned 
for the Blue Nile to store the waters 
of Lake Tsana tn Ethiopia, on which, 
it Is expected, the Ethloplan Gu- 
vernment svill shortly be consulted. 

Another part of the overall scheme 
will be a £12 milllon hydro-electric 
project at Owen Falls, In Uganda. 
The whole scheme, when completed, 
will enable the area of Egypt under 
cultivation to be expnnded by an- 
other two million to seven million 
neres, it is estimated. © 

This will mean that, with crop 
rotation, 10 million eres of crops 
will possibly be harvested annually. 

The irrigable area of the Sudan 
will be under crop’ cach year. 
Upanda. will benefit by the provision

The situation is made more tragic by 
the fact that many of these young- 
sters have met death ih the home— 
the one place, in the world where 
they should be safe from all harm.

Measure Recipes Accurately. 


S chairman of a committco to 
: produce the “salad course” for a 
big Juncheon given for a charity, I 
onee asked ten experienced home- . 
makers serving with me, each to: 
make and bring one quart of cooked | 
salad dressing, to be used on the 
satlnds, I gave each a copy of the 
recjpe and warned them to be sure 
to measure level. Came the day of 
the Iuncheon, Also the ladics with 
the salad dressing, But the 10 sepa~ 
rate quarts: were entirely different 
in texture, seasoning and even colour, 
The women confessed they did not 
“bother’ to ‘measure the ingredients 
level. So we had ten different ver- 
sions .of salad dressing from the 
same recipe, and not one up to 
standard, : 

This determined me to emphasise 
accurate measurements in cooking 
on-any-and- every- opportunity. 


Nonchalant Cooking 


If you belicve in nonchalant cook- 
ing with either “good luck” or “bad 
luck” as the result, don't bother to 
measure—merely guess. But If you. 
wish to produce consistently good 


tasting food follow the time tested . 


example- of great Chefs, bakers and 
confectioners, Practise cooking in- 
surance by measuring or weighing 
the IJngredi¢nis. Of course, you say 
the men in these professions cannot 
risk a fatlure, because that’ means 
they woud lose moncy.

The discussion 
is between alternative policics, 
presented to the — citizesi’s 
choice by different * advocates,’ 
and commended to his reason 


‘by all the arts and methods of 


rational persuasion. 


The essential basis of every 
democratic system of discussion 
is, therefore, the free citizen; 
the citizen who is triply free os 
possessing three rights to free- 


‘dom=first, freedom of thought; - 


next; freedom of the expression 
of thought and the propagation 
of opinion; and, lastly, freedom 
of assembly and, association for 
the purpose of such expression 
and propagation. ‘The free citi- 
zen, thinking.frecly, and discuss- 
ing freely different ideas and 
alternative policies, and engaged 
in a process of mutual persun- 
gion with his fellow-citizens— 
this is the source and the 
strength of every democracy. 


Three principles of political’ 
persuasion follow . these pre- 
mises. The first is that- it 
should ‘be multiple. There can 
be no choice by the chooser un- 
less a number of choices’ arc 
offered, A number _of choices 
cannot be offered ‘unless there 
are a number | of persuaders— 
not one persunder. (or group of 
persunders), with a monopoly 
of the means of persuasion, but 
many persynaders (or groups -of- 
persunders) with equal and open 
access to all the means of per- 
BunsION, 


Arrayed In Groups 


NORMALLY, in a democracy, 
the persunders are arrayed 
-in groups, alternative and com- 
peting groups, composed of free- 
ly associated members who form 
political parties, Political per- 
suasion, in a democratic system 
which offers a number of choices 
for discussion to the electorate, 
demands a plurality of parties 
‘and a multiplicity of persua- 
ders. But this multiplicity is 
not. always easily achieved, A: 
persuading group may persuade 
itself that it offers the only 
right alternative and the only 
permissiblo choice; and it may 
therefore seek .to vindicnte a 
monopoly of persunsion. 


But persuasion .dies when it 
becomes a monopoly. It ceases 
to be persuasion, and it becomes 
compulsion. Democracy dics 
with it;-for discussion ‘cehses 
when compulsion kills the free

Quiet ‘King 
~ Or Republic’ 
Election 
in Ulster 


Belfast, Feb. 10.—The peo- 
ple of Northern Ivcland today 
‘east their votes for “King or 
Republic” in a generally quiet 
poll after the most bitter 
general election campaign .t 
28 years. 


Only a few isolated encoun- 
ters between © Nationalists and 
unti-partitionists were reported 
as long queues formed outside 
the polling places and _Nation- 
alists returned from England, 
*Seotland and Wales to record 
their votes. 


“The election was reganied as a 
plebiscite on whether the six 
Northern counties should remain a 
part of the United Kingdom or 
merge with the Eireann Republic. 


‘Fifty-seven candidates contested 
23 of the-52 seats In the House of 
Commons. Sir Basil Brooke’s Union- 
Ist Party was expected to be returned 
with 36 seats out of the 52. 

Counting will begin temorrow and 
the results, except four seats at 
Queen's University, whose electors 
vote by post, should be known late 
in the afternoon.
